In Slicing Rail 
Clickety -Clicking 


BAKERSFIELD, Cal. (U P )—In 
an effort to reach a g oal of silent 
speed, railroad research scientists 
hav e dev eloped the ox -weld meth 
od, a welding process to reduce the 
familiar 
‘clickety -click” 
of the 
rails. 
The Santa Fe railroad is now 
constructing an ex perimental silent 
road a few miles out of Bakers­ 
field. 
There are three steps to the pro­ 
cess that makes one rail out of 
two, thus eliminating the noise 
from wheels striking the connec­ 
tion, It is customary to connect 
ten 39 -foot rails in one complete 
operation. 
First, two rails are placed end 
to end in a pressure furnace under 
27 ,000 pounds pressure and a t 6 .- 


000 deg rees Fahrenheit. 
The pressure and the heat, g eij 
erated by combined ox y g en am 
acety lene, m elts the two steel raili 
into one leav ing an inch-hig h ridg ; 
a t the connection. This ridg e is re^ 
mov ed with an acety lene torch. 
In the second step the connec­ 
tion is placed in the normalizer,] 
another furnace which tempers the 
steel under 1,325 deg rees of heat.! 
Thirdly , the tempered rail 
rolled to operators, who file the 
connection smooth with electrical­ 
ly driv en emery wheels, making 
tha t section of the rail as fla t as 
any other.

Educational Campaign 
The first step in Chief Lentz’s 
program to improve the local ac­ 
cident situation will be an educa­ 
tional campaign designed to arouse 
an appreciation on the part of the 
public of the hazards of careless 
working. 
Approximately three-quarters of 
pedestrian deaths occur at night, 
both in the city and in rural dis­ 
tricts. 
Nationally known traffic 
experts have attributed this to a 
combination of drinking, darkness, 
improper lighting, headlight glare,

clothing. 
Carelessly 
walking from behind a parked 
car ranks high among the causes 
of pedestrian automobile accidents 
both day and night. 
Present Posters 
Posters developed by the Auto­ 
mobile Safety committee of the 
Lumbermens 
Mutual 
Casualty 
company of Chicago, which deals 
dramatically with these subjects, 
are being donated to the city by 
Yocam & Son, local representa­ 
tive of the company 
In commenting on the results 
which it is hoped the campaign 
will producq, the chief said, “In 
spite of the fact that three out of 
five urban fatalities in automobile 
accidents are pedestrians, nearly 
all safety educational efforts in 
the past have been directed at 
motorists. 
The pedestrian both 
old and young has been sadly 
neglected.

COSTS M.\Y DROP 


With living costs on the stead.v up-swccp and 
a ll other costs well along the same spiralling 
road, home on the impetus of national defen.se, 
it comes as a plea sa nt shock to hear of the 
probability of a fa lling off in demands of the pub­ 
lic school sy stem. 
"If the fa cilities of a high school are adequate 
to care for its present enrollment, it would be un­ 
wise for the governing board to enlarge its phy si­ 
cal plant or to increase its teaching sta ff without 
a verv’ careful study of the probable enrollments 
in the nex t few y ea rs,” advi.ses the California 
Tax pay ers’ Association. 
* 
Ex cept in large communities where large de­ 
fense industries are centered, the group declares, 
regular day high schools w’ill not increase their 
enrollment during the nex t eig ht or ten y ears. 
Reason: the “ short baby crops” of the 1920s 
are now leveling off high school enrollments. 
In 1924 the number of births in California 
reached 86,899, and never hit tha t figure again 
in the following 13 y ears. 
With a drop in enrollment, high school ex pen­ 
ditures should drop also, advises the ta x body , 
and any such decrease should be considered in 
school spending plans for the coming y ear. 
If a natural and inescapable decline in high 
school enrollment is due to occur, as indicated, 
we certainly will welcome any ta x relief such a 
drop affords.

deliver to every ' customer operating a legitimate 
business. 
To permit the truck drivers union to be the 
final judge, by way of the government Iicen.se to 
determine who can have the benefit of public 
transportation sy stems is to give the truck drivers 
union the power of economic life or death over 
any industry . 
Now all that is needed under our present law 
is to have a few pickets around some business 
and then the truck drivers union refuses 
to 
permit the trucking equipment to be used to serve 
this customer. 
It would be a g rea t economic waste to have to 
hav'e two sy stems of truck delivery —one for those 
I>eople who believe in the la w of equal freedom 
and the other for those people who acquiesce in 
compelling their workmen to pay tribute in order 
to g et a job. 
The railroads have never refused to accept 
freight and deliver to their stations because some 
manufacturer, or farmer, refused to compel all 
his men to join a union. 
The necessity of two 
transportation sy stems, one for unions and one 
for open shop, is certainly too ex pensive. 
The 
transportation .sy stem that w ill deliver to all 
people i.s the one that should have the right of 
franchi.se. Tho.se who will not deliver to all people 
and permit their union drivers to be their own 
judge as to who can receive .service and who 
cannot, should have their franchises cancelled and 
the work all turned over to concerns with Ameri- 
can principles that believe in the law of equal 
freedom.
